Prices of Meats. 


The butchers of Seymour are of the 
opinion that the operation of the old 
Sfundamental rule of supply 
and de- 
jznand is the controlling factor in caus­ 
ing the high price of meats, and that 
it is not due altogetber to the meat 
trust. 
It is a general belief among 
the local dealers that the boycott, 
which is in progress in several of the 
cities, will result in a temporary re- 
I duction of prices, because the demand 
will not be so large and the supply 
will remain the same. 
I 
A comparison of the prices of meats 
as they have sold in Seymour for sev­ 
eral years shows that there has been 
no large increase in price of many 
kinds of meats. 
For instance, sirloin 
steak has been selling at fifteen cents 
a pound for almost ten years and al­ 
though the price of cattle is much 
higher now than formerly, steaks are 
still retailed at the same price. 
On 
the other hand pork is now selling for 
about one-third higher than it did a j car inspectors who work in the yards 
few years ago, because of the increase 
the time, a day and a night shift.

25.—The Indi­ 
ana Supreme Court handed down a 
decision this morning in the case of 
Smith, et al, vs the Commissioners of 
Hamilton county in which the three 
mile gravel road law was declared 
constitution.

In the former decision the law was 
declared unconstitutional, as being a 
local or special law as it was oper­ 
ative only in townships having less 
than a specified pupulation.

dirt, heard the woman cry ing: “Mon­ 
sieur. I am the mother of a family , 
sav e me'"’ 
The hole enlarged. 
Tons of debris 
p oured in. 
Two p olicemen, let down 
with rop es, disengaged the man. 
But 
the woman had disap p eared. 
The hole was fifteen feet long, twelv e 
feet wide and thirty feet deep . 
Po­ 
lice and troop s made a cordon; fire­ 
men ev acuated the adjoining houses. 


At a dep th of 1 OS feet they found the 
body of Mrne Chev alier—on the floor 
of a gallery of the ancient catacombs! 
They blame the recent heav y rains, 
undermining the surface; because, the 
nex t day , a sjK>t ten feet square in the 
quadrangle of the old Louv re Palace, 
sank knee-deep with a crowd of tour­ 
ists. 
Nex t, two day s later, a p art of the 
Place of the Palais Roy al went down 
fiii*e feet in the midst of p edestrian 
traffic. 
In neither case had the Met- 
rop ilitan Underground Railway any ­ 
thing to do with the cav e-ins. 
At this hour, the Paris under-realm 
shelters incredible enterp rises; store­ 
houses of criminal bands; v ast mush­ 
room 
p lantations of honest 
under­ 
ground farmers; stored bones of gener­ 
ations of Parisians, and lux urious se­ 
cret refuges of rich families. 
It is the whole st ory of old Paris. 


The Paris of the .middle ages was quar­ 
ried underground for the stone built 
abov e ground. 
In the day s of Joan of 
Arc there was already a subterranean 
laby rinth under half Paris, already a 
my stery , where Satanailost Hardy de 
Passav ant and the Duke of Burgundy 
met the heads of the trades unions. 
Fantastic streets, their smooth stone 
ceilings forty feet beneath the surface, 
emp tied into vast dark halls, turned, 
intersected, without p lan, according to 
the quality of the stone. Galleries dat­ 
ing from Gallo-Roman times had be­ 
come forgotten in Gothic 
times—as

How is it that this underworld does 
not cav e in oftener? The weaker sur­ 
faces hav e already cav ed in. 
In p ar­ 
ticular, around the y ear 17 7 4, the cave- 
ins. following p rolonged rains 
and 
much new building, became so numer­ 
ous as to alarm the p op ulation. 
At 
the moment when a commission 
was 
ex amining a house in the Rue de’En- 
fer went down 
entire—twenty -eight 
y ards below the surface—int o an aby ss. 
Dray loads of box ed goods enter cer­ 
tain Monmartre courty ards In 
p lain 
day light—and 
disap p ear. 
Xo 
search 
could find them. They gav e gone down 
concealed elev ators to a p rimitiv e lit­ 
tle railway that runs through some old 
quarry gallery , five blocks, ten blocks, 
to another p art of Paris. 
Some honest 
commission merchant hoists them up 
and mingles them with other goods, 
all ready for ship ment. 


There is ev en a ^p ersistent Paris ru­ 
mor of “R. C.”—“the King of ihe Cata­ 
combs.” 
In the v ersion used by Gas­ 
ton Leroux he is chief of a discip lined 
army of foreigners, counterfeiters, bur­ 
glar.-. and abductors for ransom, r<- 
tacking only the v ery rich and op erat­ 
ing without scandal. 
In the quarter 
of the Pantheon where sup erp osed gal­ 
leries ex ist below the level of the Me­ 
tro, the King of the Catacombs has a 
secret chamber. 
Surrounding it, in a 
circle, are the headquarters of each of 
his sections, watched and ov erheard by 
“R. C.,” when he p leases, through a 
circle of p eep -holes. 
This v ast consp iracy , which utilizes 
equally -y oung men of good society as 
indicators, clerks of p ublic serv ices 
as sp ies, p hy sicians to giv e false cel 
tificates and bands of Ap aches to mud­ 
dle clews of ex p ert burglary , lias ex ­ 
p erts to work its counterfeiting p ress­ 
es, ex ecute its forgeries and frauds on 
insurance comp anies. 
The work is done in leisurely imp un­ 
ity 100 feet beneath Paris. 
Electric 
lighting, steam heat, scientific v enti­ 
lating, 
v ast 
underground 
kitchens, 
heav y carp ets and hangings, lux uri­ 
ous furniture in sleep ing-rooms 
and 
clubrooms makes this realm of “R. 
C.” seem like p ip e dream romance. But 
the p olice know- its ex istence and are 
p owerless. The catacombs are a .maze, 
a laby rinth, tangled with masonry and 
cav e-ins! 
Subterranean Paris! 
It is a wonder­ 
ful p lace, concealing my steries, honest 
and dishonest, equally enticing to the 
imagination. 
It has been long known, 
long forgotten. 
It has enjoy ed long 
imp unity . 
But now that the Metrop ol­ 
itan Underground Railway is throwing 
its branches, literally , under the entire 
cap ital, the sup p orting surfaces that 
were just strong enough 
are 
being 
weakened. 
A few streets hav e cav ed 
in. There will be more. You will hear 
lots more of Subterranean Paris!

In the day s of the Georges smug­ 
gling was so p op ular a calling in E n­ 
gland and the smuggler so p op ular a 
gentleman ev en with some of the land­ 
ed gentry , in whose ancient country 
mansions 
sp ecial 
chimney 
recesses 
hav e been found esp ecially construct­ 
ed to shield from detection the im­ 
p orted brandies which had slip p ed into 
the country without rep orting to the 
king’s customs officers, that ev en the 
sedate and 
high-minded 
Scotchman, 
Adam Smith, classified the contraband 
traffic as a trade albeit one of great 
hazard. 
That the smuggling of the 
eighteenth century had reached a high 
degree of p erfection is shown in the 
laws aimed at those engaged in the 
p ractice, writes fl. B. Chamberlain, in 
the Chicago Record Herald. 
Vessels 
carry ing undeclared goods were for­ 
feitable, as were the goods; high in­ 
ducements were offered to informers 
who would betray their fellow work­ 
ers; 
p ersons 
maimed 
in 
arresting^ 
smugglers •were entitled to a reward 
of £ 50; informers guilty of sordid, 
selfish treachery were giv en the same 
amount for each p erson conv icted on 
their testimony and 
the 
informers 
w’ere granted immunity . 
Smugglers 
were whip p ed anfl transp orted to the 
p lantations. 
*In 17 46 assembling^ to 
run contraband goods was made p un­ 
ishable by death as a felony . 
As the 
offenses multip lied and the p op ularity 
of the smugglers made it difficult to 
cap ture them, counties were made lia­ 
ble for their deeds. 
But the smuggler of that p eriod is 
no longer ex tant. 
Like the Indian 
scout, the buffalo and the desp erado 
of the Western p lains, he has been 
crowded out by a comp licated civ ili­ 
zation. 
He could flourish only in a 
thinly p op ulated country , with a coast 
offering to him inlets and 
harbors 
where he could in safety land his car­ 
go. 
In these day s of the wireless and 
p op ulous cities and great-trans-Atlan­ 
tic steamers he must assume another 
form and p ursue different methods. 
Cunning rather than strength 
or 
knowledge of wav es and winds is the 
requisite qualification of the modern 
smuggler. 
Hem e women are as well 
able to engage in it as men, and, in­ 
deed, the facts p rov e that they seem 
to hav e an esp ecial ap titude in this 
line. 
The false-bottomed trunk is so old 
a dev ice that the unsop histicated won­ 
der why any one should trust to it. 
For surely ev ery insp ector 
knows of 
this contriv ance for concealing goods. 
But, as has been shown by the whole­ 
sale dismissal of emp loy es from the 
customs servi ce in New York, insp ec­ 
tors hav e not been obstrep erously effi­ 
cient in guarding the interests of their 
country . 
In these day s smuggling on a large 
scale inv ariably p roduces the susp icion 
that there has been collusion with tin 
gov ernment officials. 
This was shown 
to be true in a case at New York 
Early in Nov ember a member of i 
cheese imp orting firm, was sentenced 
to a y ear in p rison and to p ay a fine 
of $5,000 for defrauding this* gov ern 
ment 
of 
duties 
by misstating the 
weight of cheese imp orted. 
To carry 
out this fraud it was necessary for tin 
gov ernment weigher to falsify his re 
p ort to fit the figures of the false in 
voice sent by the ex p orter from Eu 
rop e. Four gov ernment weighers turn­ 
ed state’s ev idence and told how this 
had been done, and ev idence gathered 
from the books and records of p ur­ 
chasers corroborated 
the 
stories of 
these informers, who were offered im­ 
munity from p rosecution and retained 
in the customs serv ice. 
The culp rit 
testified that the frauds had been sug­ 
gested 
to 
him 
by the gov ernment 
weighers who shared with him the 
money thus kep t from the gov ernment. 
The $2,000,000 which th,p sugar trust 
has fraudulently withheld front the 
gov ernment by means of an fngenious 
dev ice ap p lied secretly to the scales 
for weighing the sugar and op erated 
by emp loy es of the comp any is an 
ex amp le of the large scale on which 
ev asion of p ay ment of duties can be 
p racticed in this century and country 
of large things. 
When souv enir sp oons were more 
p op ular than now, women returning 
from Europ e sotnetim.es fastened them 
to the waistbands of their inner skirts 
or made ex tra p ockets for carry ing 
them. Women’s garments hav e alway s 
offered good hiding p laces and it is a 
delicate matter, to ask a woman p as­ 
senger who ap p ears refined and gentle 
to submit to an insp ection. 
Mistakes 
are sometimes made and then v ast Is 
the indignation. 
As long ago as 1731 
t he English cust oms of f icers were in­ 
st ruct ed, when.t hay suspect ed 
“women 


of fashion” carry ing customable goods 
to call in the serv ices of 
a female 
searcher “in whom they could confide.” 
N o* women are regularly emp loy ed 
for the p urp ose of searching women 
susp ected of carry ing about their p er­ 
son dutiable goods which they hav e 
not declared. 
On the continent of Europ e, a French 
Mrs. Jarley trav eled from France into 
the adjoining countries with her dis­ 
p lay of wax figures. She had done this 
often, but on one of her trip s one of 
the figures fell, was broken, and dis­ 
closed its contents to be fine lace. So 
each figure then gav e up silk or lace 
or linen. 
In England oil cans with their inte­ 
riors consisting of a tin funnel hav e 
been discov ered. 
When the customs 
officer p ut a stick into the can, turned 
it around and then drew it out, he 
found that it was stained with oil, as 
stated by the imp orter. But the up p er 
bulging sides of the can held sp iritu­ 
ous liquors. 
Another oft-told tale Is that of the 
ornithologist who p rep ared birds for 
scientific associations and sav ants of 
Europ e. 
Also in his lonely working 
hours he talked to his 
p et 
p arrot. 
When p oll had been 
up 
to 
some 
naughty p rank he must hav e inadv er­ 
tently threatened her, for once when 
he was p assing the customs house this 
p arrot cried out: 
“Oh, Poll, when y ou 
are dead I shall stuff y ou with laces.” 
And so it was discov ered that all his 
birds were thus stuffed. 
Last month two fashionable dress­ 
makers 
of 
Boston 
were 
arrested 
charged with smuggling women’s ap ­ 
p arel from France. 
The customs offi­ 
cials say this is the beginning of the 
ex p osure of one of the clev erest and 
boldest smuggling consp iracies 
ev er 
hatched to slip v aluable imp orts into 
this country . 
The method followed 
was to leav e trunks unex amined on 
board the ship with the understanding 
that they would go back to Europ e 
with their owners unop ened. 
Then 
thèse trunks were quietly slip p ed off 
the ship after the customs house offi­ 
cials had Insp ected the other baggage. 
That a 
widesp read 
rottenness 
has 
tainted the customs serv ice at New 
York is shown in the shake-up recent­ 
ly giv en by Collector Loeb. 
It may 
be that insp ectors, frightened by the 
discharge of their fellows, may now 
giv e honest attention to their work. 
Hut a high and comp licated tariff of­ 
fers a temp tation to smuggling which 
is difficult to offset.

In Fez, the capital of Morocco, most 
of the houses consist of sev eral sto­ 
ries, each being prov ided with a light 
v eranda running round it and connect­ 
ing the rooms. 
All the windows and 
doors open out into the patio, or court­ 
y ard, the window openings in the up­ 
per stories being cov ered with close 
trellis-work. 
All the houses hav e flat 
roofs, with a wall some four to six 
feet high running around, and from 4 
p. m. until sunset the roofs are giv en 
ov er to the ladies ex clusiv ely , who can 
then walk about and take the fresh 
air without being seen by any of the 
opposite sex . 
This reserv ation is a 
law which is nev er broken, and 
no 
man would be guilty of being seen on 
his or on any other roof during the 
forbidden hours. 
Owing to the fact 
that the women of the house are not 
allowed to be seen by any other man 
than their lord and master all domes­ 
tic offices are situated away from the 
house proper. 
In many of the larger 
houses, besides the water 
fountains, 
others play ing scent or scented water 
are to be found. Sections of the court­ 
y ard also are slightly sunk, and these 
portions are filled with scented oil, 
which is used to perfume the rooms. 
The Moors are ex ceptionally particu­ 
lar in discarding their foot gear be­ 
fore entering a room or crossing a 
rug or carpet. 
They ev en change slip­ 
pers before entering 
the 
courty ard 
from the street. 
Thus the houses are 
kept beautifully clean and sweet and 
are not, as many people would- sup­ 
pose, musty or close.

At the close of the meeting 
a resolution was adopted asking the 
officers of the National Dairy Union 
and the grangers of the country to in­ 
dorse a bill which will be introduced 
into Congress by Senator Penrose at 
an early date. 
The sale of oleo as butter is posi­ 
tiv ely prohibited in Pennsy lv ania, but 
the old federal laws are v ery lenient. 
An offender can plead that he did not 
“knowingly ” v iolate them and is let 
off, or he can settle the case by com­ 
promise. 
Both of these will be done 
away with by the new bill if passed. 
The blli also attempts to draw the col­ 
or line in the product, and asks that 
all oleo be done up in packages and 
branded as oleo. 


mites hatched since the first dippin? 
as the eggs are more resistant ro the 
dips than are the mites. 
In this state 
sheep may be dipped in the winter if 
warm, dry day s are selected for the 
purpose and the dipping discontinued 
in the middle of the afternoon. 
If 
the sheep, after being dipped, are al­ 
lowed to stand for a few hours on the 
sunny side of a barn they will not 
chill as q uickly as if turned inside a 
building at once. 
No abortions hav e 
been known to occur where ewes heav y 
with lamb were handled with any de­ 
gree of gentleness. 
If a little precau­ 
tion is used, no serious results will 
follow them from dipping in the win­ 
ter. 


D r i n k i n g : W a t e r f« ir F o w l * . 
The m atter of prov iding pure drink­ 
ing water m ay appear to he of less im­ 
portance and urgency at this time than 
during tlie summer. 
W ater at least 
does not become stale and impure as 
q uickly in cold weather as during the 
heat of summer. 
Freq uent rains also 
furnish a supply of drinking water 
in v essels standing outdoors or under 
the eav es, etc., or iq ditches, little de­ 
pressions or basins here and there. 
But there is this danger, at the same 
time, that fowls following their natur­ 
al instinct (or is it deprav ed taste?) 
of preferring manure water to the pur­ 
est water just drawn from the well, 
will go to the barny ards and manure 
y ards and fill up out of water holes, 
and possibly carry the germ of fatal 
diseases into their sy stems. 
At any 
rate, it is not a cleanly or safe habit. 
Try to keep fowls away from 
such 
temptation by cov ering those water 
holes, or by improv ing the drainage so 
as to lay them dry , or keeping 
the 
fowls away entirely .—Missouri Dairy ­ 
man. 


IIig ;li P r i c e « » f B u t l e r . 
The working man of the cities is 
pay ing all he can afford for butter. 
It 
is said that not since the war hav e 
butter prices been so high. 
Ev ery ­ 
thing else is high and that is no rea­ 
son for butter being high. 
A second 
reason is that the production through­ 
out the United States has this y ear 
been shorter than usual. 
For butter 
to get higher in price this winter than 
it now is would prov e almost a calam­ 
ity . 
People would eat oleo and other 
substitutes and butter would hav e to 
get v ery cheap, in fact, reach summer 
prices almost, before the consumption 
channels w’ould open again to normal. 
With butter fat around 30 cents the 
farmer, if dairy ing properly , can make 
big money , and he should not look for 
larger profits through higher prices. 
Higher prices for butter will curtail 
consumption. 
Then there is less de­ 
mand for butter, and it is manifestly 
better for the farmer to sell all the 
butter fat he can produce at 30 cents 
than to sell only a part at a higher 
price.—Kansas Farmer. 


S h e e p 
Sea l» . 
If ev en a few sheep in a flock show 
the presence of scab, 
v ery 
probably 
many are more or less infected, and 
all should be treated, say s bulletin 143 
of the Kentucky station. 
The proper 
treatment for this disease is to Im­ 
merse the sneep in some properly pre­ 
pared dip which is known to kill the 
mite. The efficiency of different sheep 
dips will be discussed later in this bul­ 
letin. 
Scabby sheep should be dipped 
at the first opportunity , for ii kept un­ 
til shearing time most of the wool may 
be lost and the v itality of the animal 
greatly reduced. 
All sheep badly af­ 
flicted with the disease should, before 
being dipped, hav e the 
thick 
scabs 
softened by pouring some of the dip on 
them and rubbing them with a smooth 
stick, care being taken, howev er, not 
to draw blood, for upon coagulation it 
is likely to protect the mite from the 
dip. 
They should then be allowed to 
stand for at least half an hour before 
being put into the bath. 
Each sheep 
should be immersed in the dip for two 
minutes by the watch, the head being- 
ducked at least once* just before the 
animal emerges from the v at. Within 
ten or fourteen day s 
the 
dipping 
should be repeated in order 10 kill all 


R e m o v e lh« * F i l t h . 
Two v ery simple things wttl reduce 
chances for germ diseases on the farm 
to a minimum. 
One is remov ing all 
filth as fast as it accumulates to dis­ 
tant fields, and the other is to make 
the wells, springs and cisterns safe 
from surface contamination. The farm 
water supply is an important 
one, 
either from an economic or 
health 
standpoint. 
It pay s to construct a 
good 
sy stem, 
and 
each 
indiv idual 
farmer must work out his ow^i sy stem 
to best meet the home needs. 
The 
farm well should be 
located 
abov e 
rather than below the dwelling 
and 
other buildings. 
If there is a spring 
it' will by nature be in a low place, 
and great care must be taken to keep 
all the ground abov e it for many rods 
absolutely clean. 
Empty ing out slops 
from the sick room in case of ty phoid 
has contaminated the 
water 
of 
a 
spring half a mile down a v alley and 
giv en the whole family below the dis­ 
ease. 
This case illustrated how far 
disease bacteria will be carried by sur­ 
face drainage. 
The well, spring and cistern should 
be cleaned out at least once a y ear. 
The upper walling of the well should 
be laid in cement on the inside down 
to below surface drainage, ev en though 
the surroundings 
are 
kept 
clean. 
W ater from manure in the garden and 
flower beds is apt to find its way into 
the well unless this 
precaution 
is 
taken. 
Banking up around the well 
and keeping the surface in a tough sod 
will help to drain fw ay and filter out 
impurities. 
The cistern intake should 
be constructed in such a manner that 
the» first rain from the roof can be 
div erted and none but the later clean 
water allowed to run in.

There is a strong inclination among 
the people to congregate in cities, in­ 
stead of liv ifig an isolated life on the 
farm. Around 70 per cent of the popu­ 
lation of the United States resides in 
cities and 30 per cent

their

In the ear­ 
ly history of the gov ernment 9 6 per 
cent of the population (^welt in ru?al 
communities and engaged in the occu­ 
pation of cultiv ating the land. 
This 
was an era preceding the great indus­ 
trial dev elopment of the natural r*1- 
sources of the country , and whose ex ­ 
ploitation now furnishes employ ment 
to 70 per cent of the inhabitants. 
In an early day people lookeu to 
the ownership of land and its cultiv a­ 
tion as the most honorable and neces­ 
sary of occupations. 
Ev en men of na­ 
tional reputation owned and cultiv ated 
farms. 
When great cities were constructed 
and manufactories dev eloped, a 
de­

States circuit court before Judge C. M. 
Hough the criminal libel suit of the 
government against the Press Pub­ 
lishing

(the

World) is in progress. The complain­ 
ants, whom the World is alleged to 
have libeled in a series of six articles 
published in October, 1908, are Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, President William H. 
Taft, Charles P. Taft, the president’s 
half-brother, Douglas Robinson, broth­ 
er-in-law of Colonel Roosevelt, and 
William Nelson Cromwell. 
The indictment on which the suit is 
based contains fourteen counts, which 
charge that seven specific offenses 
were committed simultaneously on ter­ 
ritory belonging to the United States— 
the military reservation at West Point 
and the federal building in this city. 
In order to get the suit properly into 
court it was necessary for the govern­ 
ment to show that the World had sent 
through the postoffice here thirty-six 
copies of its papers and had distribut­ 
ed them at West Point. 
In substance, the indictment charges 
that the World accused certain per­ 
sons—Americans—some of whom ap­ 
pear in connection with this prosecu­ 
tion 
as 
complainants, of receiving 
some part of the $40,000,000 paid by 
the government to the French Panama 1 
°anal company, and that the United 
States government and the certain in- 
dividuals fn the government conspired 
to bring about tne revolution in the 
republic of Colombia by which the i 
present canal zone was detached from I 
the republic. Almost at the outset an 
argument arose between Delaney Nic- 
oll, counsel for the Press Publishing 
company, and United States District 
Attorney Wise for the government and 
the complainants as to the jurisdiction 
of the court.

In the small country town or 
village the station is apt to be looked 
upon as something useful rather than 
ornamental, and in thousands of places 
any shanty “does” as the railroad “de­ 
pot.” 
Yet nothing is so pleasing and 
so sure to command admiration as a 
pretty , appropriate country 
station, 
with clean, well-kept grounds, grass 
and flow’ers. 
They seem to form part 
of the landscape, to proclaim the love­ 
liness, peace and charm of the coun­ 
try . 
Such stations and grounds are a 
good investment for the railroads and 
the communities. 
And it is gratify ­ 
ing to know that in the Northwest hun­ 
dreds of little stations have been trans­ 
formed and beautified by trained land­ 
scape gardeners who are regularly em­ 
ploy ed for the work by the railroads. 
Undoubtedly the railroads, in spite of 
their smoke and dust, can do some* 
thihg for art in the regious far re­ 
moved from picture galleries and mon­ 
umental structures. 
They are under­ 
taking more and more to teach scien­ 
tific farming, and they can do some­ 
thing for landscape gardening and the 
cultivation of love of harmony and sim­ 
ple beauty .

But Perinot, like Thespis 
in his cart, did not require much 
scenery . 
In this last wagon rode the 
Poillon brothers—very 
good 
actors, 
both of them, and handy men besides. 
Henri was tall and broad, while Gus­ 
tave was so small, beardless and pret­ 
ty that he could do women’s parts ex ­ 
tremely well. 
In the nex t wagon rode, with the 
bedding and trunks,

woman, Mme. Toutant, with her hus­ 
band and her son, Auguste. 
Mme. 
Toutant was stout and large waisted, 
but a capable actress.

Xo longer are the mustang and the 
cay use of the plains to become “plumb 
locoed” if the bureau of plant industry 
of the department of agriculture has 
its way . The term “plumb locoed” has 
been a sort of stock phrase in the 
range literature ever since the cow­ 
boy first noted the peculiar actions of 
a horse, cow- or sheep resulting from 
an overindulgence in the loco weed, 
which abounds in the range country 
from Tex as to Montana. 
The 
word 
“loco” is of Spanish origin, meaning 
crazy , and has been popularly applied 
to the disease which robs an animal 
of its muscular co-oix lination, causing 
it to do all sorts of fancy antics, and 
finally results in the animal starving 
itself to death. 
The bureau of plant industry has 
been 
investigating the 
purple and 
white loco weed, say s a correspondent 
of the Chicago Daily News. 
One of 
':he peculiar characteristics of It is 
that the pods, when dry and full of 
seeds, 
rattle 
as 
a 
person 
passes 
through a patch, making a sound that 
resembles the 
warning 
of a rattle­ 
snake. 
Ordinarily neither horse, cow 
nor sheep will eat the weed if it can 
find any other food. 
Loco-weed eating becomes a sort of 
habit with an animal once it has tast­ 
ed of it. 
The operation of the weed 
on the sy stem of an animal scien­ 
tifically bears out the fiction which 
ascribes to a “plumb locoed” animal 
all kinds of fool antics. 
The first sy mptom of loco poisoning 
in horses is often a change in the 
general condition of the animal. 
If 
high-lived the animal becomes some­ 
what dull. 
Following this, irregular­ 
ities in its gait and in its mode of eat­ 
ing appear. 
The irregularities in the 
gait may be due partly to weakness 
and 
simulate a paraly tic 
affection. 
The horse drags its feet more or less, 
this being particularly noticeable in 
the hind legs. 
Associated with this 
paraly tic condition is an apparent loss 
of muscular co-ordination. 
If a locoed horse is used either in 
riding or driving, this lack of mus­ 
cular co-ordination may make It ex ­ 
tremely dangerous, as such a horse 
shies violently at Imaginary objects, 
cannot readily be led or backed, and 
if started in motion is inclined, to go 
in an automatic fashion at the same 
gait until stopped by some obstruc­ 
tion. 
In the later stages of the dis­ 
ease the animal losds flesh, its coat be­ 
comes rough, and eventually it ceases 
to eat, and dies.

The venoms of serpents, fishes, scor 
pions, centipedes, spiders, bees, etc., 
as well as the blood of the eel, owe 
their virulence of the presence of tox ­ 
ins similar to those which are secreted 
in bacteria. 
In both cases the tox ins 
are specific products of the activity of 
living cells. 
They are very poisonous, 
non-crvstallizable colloids, of Unknown 
chemical constitution. The venom tox ­ 
ins are very sensitive to the action of 
heat and light, are easily destroy ed by 
digestive ferments, and consequently 
are innocuous when swrallow'ed. There 
is a great variety of these tox ins, each 
of which 
ex erts a specific action in 
the nervous sy stem, the red or the 
■white blood corpuscles, etc. 
It is possible to produce in any ani­ 
mal an artificial coinHtion of immun 
It.y to the effects of any animal venom. 
This Is accomplished by the repeated 
injection of the venom in doses, each 
of which is too small to cause death. 
After a larger or smaller number of 
Injections the animal acquires the pow­ 
er to resist the action of many times 
the quantity 
of venom 
that would 
suffice to cause death, if it were Inject 
ed into the veins of a non-immunized 
animal. 
The blood of the immunized 
animal now contains a new' substance, 
an antitox in which has the property 
of neutralizing the tox in of the venom, 
and this blood (or rather Its w'atery 
part, or serum) may he employ ed to 
combat the tox ic action of the venom 
in a non-immunized animal. 
0 The ichneumon, 
the hedgehog and 
some other animals which devour ve­ 
nomous serpents, ex hibit an ex traordi­ 
nary resistance to the effect of their 
bites. 
This natural immunity is ex 
plained by the presence of antiox ins in 
the bloqd of these ahimals. 
Serpents 
are also little affected by their own 
venom. 
In general, it is almost im 
possible to kill a venomous animal by 
inoculating it with the venom of Its 
own species, of wiilch it can support 
very large doses with impunity . 
These facts demonstrate the absurd 
lty of the stories of rattlesnakes and 
scorpions committing suicide by means 
of their own venom. 
It is asserted 
th at a scorpion or a rattlesnake im 
prisoned In a circle of red-hot coals 
w’ill sting or bite itself to death. This 
is a phy siological impossibility .—Cos­ 
mos.

FACTS ABOUT ARSENIC. 


EnKluiMl’» P a tr on Saint. 
The story of England’s patron saint 
Is surrounded by a mix ture of truth 
and fable which defies definite sifting. 
He is generally believed to have been 
born at Ly dia, but brought up in Oap- 
padocia.and suffered marty rdom in the 
reign of Diocletian, A. D. 303. 
The 
legend of his conflict with the dragon 
may have arisen from a sy mbolical or 
allegorical representation of his con­ 
test with the pagan persecutors. When 
our crusaders went to the east in 1006 
they found St. George elevated to the 
rank of warrior saint, with the title 
of the “victorous,” and as they -be­ 
lieved that they were indebted to him 
for aid in the siege of Antioch they 
adopted him as the patron of soldiers. 
Edward III. was thus led to make him 
patron of the Order of the Garter, aud 
so gradually St. George became the tu­ 
telary saint of England.

Arsenic is mined in Japan, Italy , 
Portugal, Spain, 
Germany , 
England 
and within a limited area In the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Its uses are many . 
As a 
poison it has been known from very 
early times. 
The peasant women of 
Austria consume large quantities of it, 
having faith in its virtues as a beauti- 
fier, and the men of the same region 
are addicted to its use in the mistaken 
belief that it increases their bodily 
strength and endurance. 
Arsenic**is a useful mineral. 
It is 
used in the manufacture 
of 
glass, 
white metal, Paris green and a great 
variety of paints, in printing calico, 
in making toilet soaps, cosmetics and 
complex ion powders; in the manufac 
ture of fireworks and as a constituent 
of many alloy s. 
For these and slmi 
lar purposes between 5,000 and 6,000 
tons are 
imported into the United 
States every y ear. 
The average value 
of white arsenic may be placed 
at 
about $8 5 per ton. 
It was only a few day s ago that ar­ 
senic ore was discovered in Virginia; 
then the moutain top around the pres­ 
ent mining town of Brinton was al­ 
most an 
unknown 
wilderness. 
The 
story of its discovery is most interest­ 
ing. 
A farmer, among the foothills 
of the Blue Ridge 
mountains, had 
cleared a new' field there for the pas­ 
turing of his cows. 
Before long the 
animals sickened and died. 
At first 
it was thought that the trouble lay in 
& spring which buboled from the rocks 
In apparent purity . 
Upon analy sis It 
was found that this water contained 
arsenic in such quantities as to ren­ 
der it dangerous either to 
man 
or 
beast. 
Upon this chance hinged ths 
founding of a prosperous mining town, 
that of Brinton, which speedily be­ 
came a busy center of Industry . This 
mine is located at the summit of a 
mountain, 3,000 feet above the sea 
level. 
The ore body averages 25 
to 30 per 
cent pure arsenic. 
It is found in fis­ 
sure veins, cropping out at the surface 
and ex tending into the earth for an 
unknown 
distance. 
Twenty distinct 
veins have been uncovered, outcrop­ 
ping for a distance of seven miles, so 
chat the deposits are ex tensive enough 
to supply the needs 
of 
the United 
States when once the industry shall

Of all breakfast fruits the orange is 
deservedly the most popular. 
It is a 
food that is distinctly health-giving. 
Orange juice adds greatly In reducing

Grapes are another fruit that should 
alway s be eaten freely when obtain­ 
able.

Lemons can hardly be 
eaten as a fruit, but lemonade is a 
valuable beverage. 
When used as a 
lax ative fresh figs should

dessert. When not obtainable the dried 
figs form a good substitute. 
Of the value of bananas there seems 
some reasonable doubt. Many persons 
complain that they find them indigesti­ 
ble. 
They are quite likely to reach 
this conclusion if the banana be eaten 
frequently as the needless complement 
of an already hearty meal. 
On the 
other hand, there can be no doubt that 
the growing popularity of 
the fresh 
olive is fully deserved. 
It surely ranks 
W’ith the orange and the grape and is, 
of course, much ahead of either la 
cases of sluggish intestines or consti­ 
tutional thinness.—H. Irving Hancock 
in Good Housekeeping.

How the Fruit of Grand Valley, Col., 


Was Saved From the Frost. 


The 1909 crop of fruit 
in 
the 
Grand Valley in Colorado, from the 
P a rad es aboYe to Loma below, val­ 
ued at $3,000,000, owes its existence 
to a unique battle which was waged 
against Jack Frost at a time when 
the fruit was at its tenderest age. 
By unusual generalship and the work 
of hundreds of enthusiastic volun­ 
teers the temperature in these or­ 
chards was actually raised eight and 
nine degrees over twenty-seven miles 
of territory and a precedent was es­ 
tablished which will mean much to 
the future. 
In California it is said that the 
temperature has been raised hereto­ 
fore in some single orchards two or 
three degrees, but never to eight de­ 
grees and never before has the work 
been carried on over so great an 
area. 
Plans are now on foot to have 
every bearing orchard in the Grand 
Valley protected by next season, not 
that there is any likelihood of frost 
every spring in this section, but be­ 
cause the protection against possible 
repetition of this year’s experience is 
considered cheap insurance. 
The raising 
of 
the temperature 
over this large area 
was 
accom­ 
plished by means of 
some 300,000 
smudge pots of many different types, 
miner needed money to escape an un- 
c-onie burning oil for fuel and some 
pleasantness in Australia, and I ac­ 
commodated him.

"Tho Jamaican negro is about the 
slowest 
proposition 
that the Lord 
ever put the breath of life into,” 
remarked Boy F. Round, a foreman 
of construction on the Panama Rail­ 
road. who is enjoying a brief fur­ 
lough with his family at Macon, Mo. 
“if there was a law that he had to 
dig bis own grave he would have 
to start at it in his early manhood. 
“Ten 
American ti amps, .the kind 
.your city marshal runs out of town 
here, will do more work than forty 
j of those fellows. 
Two white men 
can very easily carfy a cedar tie, 
| but when you want the Jamaicans to 
do the job a squad of five or six will 
go after the tie. 
A 730 pound rail 
that seven or eight American work­ 
men could lift easily would necessi­ 
tate a swarm of Jamaicans so thick 
that you wouldn’t see the rail. 
"These negroes are widely differ­ 
ent from the American brand. 
They 
haven’t the ‘slightest idea of music 
and can't even dance. 
It 
delights 
their ears Just as much to hammer 
on a couple of tin pans as it would 
to hear the finest orchestra in the 
land. 
They are gullible beyond com­ 
prehension. 
You could scil ‘em any­ 
thing on the face of the earth. 
It 
doesn’t make any difference what the 
thing is or whether 
it is of any 
use. 
A couple of fel’ows landed at 
Gatun one day and set up an outfit. 
All in the world they had was a 
wooden head that twisted around in 
a grotesque fashion and 
which the 
owners said could tell fortunes. 
I 
suppose it cost probably $2 or $3. 
The Jamaicans swarmed in that tent 
like flies tall day long to have their 
fortunes told by the wooden headed 
seer. 
Next day I saw' the two fakers 
carrying a sack full of coin aud it 
was about all they could do to lift 
it over to the depot. 
"On payday at Empire, which is 
the largest pay station on the canal, 
the line extends from the pay cars 
back as far as the eye can reach 
Sometimes it takes the whole day to 
settle with 
the laborers. 
Awaiting 
the paid oft men is a market the 
like of which was never seen in all 
the world. 
There are Hindus with 
bright shawls, fancy handkerchiefs 
and dazzling ribbons; 
hoodoo doc­ 
tors with strange charms that ward 
off evil and 
bring wealth untold; 
old hags offering to tell fortunes; 
half clad girls with baskets of pine­ 
apples, oranges and 
bananas; boys 
in the same costume or perhaps less 
of it with chewing gum and candy; 
photographers ready to take pictures; 


coal, and placed at intervals in the 
orchards. 
Oil was carried to the 
pots in wagon tanks equipped for 
the 
purpose. 
Spraying 
machines 
wrere also used in distributing tho 
oil. 
A large supply of lighters was 
kept in readiness in 
a 
dry 
place. 
Many of these lighters were made 
by wrapping waste about -a twisted 
wire. 
All operations were directed from 
Grand 
Junction. 
Weather stations 
established over lunch of the te r r i­ 
tory and equipped with thermostats 
when the threatening 
weather 
ar­ 
rived made half hourly reports on 
the temperature to Grand Junction. 
When finally the danger point was 
approaching warning was sent to all 
the ranchmen to light tho fires. Vol­ 
unteers also in nearly all walks of 
life made their way in automobiles 
and wagons and on 
bicycles over 
the entire area. 
So well did this orchard heating 
idea work that while the tempera­ 
ture outside the heated area drop­ 
ped as low as 20 degrees within the 
heated area it did not go below 29VSs. 
Sevonty-five per cent, of all the fruit 
trees which were In 
bloom 
were 
cared for directly, while 
even 
or­ 
chards owned by those 
who 
were 
sceptical of the idea, were saved by 
the fires in the adjoining territory.—

Commenting on these 
recent estimates and their probable 
correctness the National Telephone 
Journal of London says; 
“The reason why Europe cuts so 
poor a figure In comparison 
with 
America Is. that four or five of the 
most civilized and populous countries 
are extraordinarily backward In tele­ 
phonic development. 
France, Austria, 
Hungary, Belgium, Holland and Italy 
—in the first four of which the tele­ 
phone is entirely in the hands of 
the Government—may 'fro instanced. 
In the whole of France there are less 
than 200,000 stations, and in Austria 
and Hungary combined there are ac­ 
tually fewer telephones than in the 
city of Chicago. 
"Ancient cities of universal renown, 
counting 400,-000 or 500,000 inhabit­ 
ants, and moreover of greater com­ 
mercial importance, such as Lyons, 
Marseilles, 
Naples. 
Antwerp 
and 
Prague, are far 
behind 
American 
towrns with fib,OOO to 100,000 inhabit­ 
ants, such as Peoria, St. Joseph, Day­ 
ton and Norfolk, Va., which few Ru- 
ropcans have ever heard of; while 
Vienna, with a population of nearly 
2.000,000, has not so many stations as 
San Francisco, with 350,000 souls. 
If 
the countries of Central and Western 
Europe were as well developed tele­ 
phonically as even Great Britain and 
Germany, to say nothing of Scandin­ 
avia, the comparison 
with 
America 
would bo vastly more flattering.”

when he first saw them. 
Mrs. Wilson, according to Dr. Pratt, 
not only admitted that the quadruplets 
were not genuine, but two sets of trip­ 
lets which arrived at the Wilson home 
in past years, which brought a letter 
of commendation and a signed photo­ 
graph from President Roosevelt, were 
made up of infants picked up In vari­ 
ous institutions. 
Dr. Pratt said that when he ques­ 
tioned Mrs. Wilson she appealed to 
him to assist her in carrying out her 
deception, and assured him that uer 
motive was an ardent desire to have 
children and to please her husband, 
who desired a larger family.

ing to her story, Mrs. Wilson began 
the deception several months ago and 
carried out the details so secretly and 
successfully as to deceive everyone, 
with the exception of the woman who 
assisted her.
